Wheeling, W. Va., Dec. 10.— A 


story of alleged tortures practiced rip- 
on boy prisoners in the Lancaster (O.) 
State Reform School, in the dreaded 
"Correction Cottage," and of food fed 
them unfit for human consumption.

Clark is a cripple, having lost all 
the fingers on his right hand, leav- 
ing nothing but his thumb.

Another letter says: "The guards I 


knock the boys down and kick the 


o'clock, he found the shantv on the 
outskirts of the ctiy and decided to 
remain- there for the night. About 
3 o'clock, a second hobo came In and 
disputed Clark's right to bunk in 
the shanty for the night. 


Clark told the new-comer that he 


thought the place was big enough 
for the two of them and words which 
followed led up .to a hoc quarrel. 
The second man whipped out a ra- 


zor and attacked Clark. 
In- the 


fight that followed Clark received] 
eight or ten serious cuts and as I 
many more of minor character. 


A deep gash was cut In the left 


shoulder near the collar bone. An- 
other on the right shoulder and an- 
other further down on- his back. A- 
half dozen gashes were cut in the 
left arm. one almost severing 'the 
muscles of the fore-arm. 


Clark declares that he succeeded 
in knock'** «*• the man down once and 
the fact that he has the use of but 
one hand made it impossible for him 


bloodthirsty assailant, vile epithets 
being interspersed with the work of 
the razor, boot and fist. 


After Clark was apparently dead, 


the second hobo left, and his victim 
believes he boarded a freight tr 
which was going past at the time" 


The injured man remained In the 


shanty until daylight and started to 
walk to -town. At Cedar street he 
met a workman: on his way to one 
of the factories. 
He told his story 


briefly and the workman contributed 
car fare, that Clark might ride into 
the city. 


He left the street ear at the m- 


terurban station and made his wav 
to the office of Dr. J. P, Latlmer, 
who directed-him to another physi- 
cian, Dr. ;£ Latimer staring that "he 
did not engage 
in the practice of 
surgery. 


Clark visited Dr. Legg's 
office, 


next and his wounds were given- im- 
mediate 
attention. 
Xearlv 
fifty 
stitches were required to eios» the 
wounds. 
Clark fainted twice dur- 


ing the .operation. After the wounds 
were dressed, Dr. Legge gave the 
man a clean shirt and then notified 
?olice headquarters. 
Chief of Po- 


lice Blizzard, after seeing the man's 
condition and on the doctor's rec- 
ommendation ordered Clark removed 
To the city hospital. 


f^' ^SSe states that the outcome 
ot Clark's injuries cannot be foretold 
as w Is Impossible to know whether 
any infection of the wounds will 
cause trouble in the future. 
Thf> ex- 


posure suffered by the wounded man 
may also result seriously. 


The physician states that the man- 
was evidently a member of the "up- 
per crust" of the hobo fraternity. 
His clothing was unusually clean 
ind he also showed evidence of be- 
ng particular about his person.

* ble by clean milkmen and bot-

He had just written a rer- 
olutionary book, called "Merrie Eng- 
land", that was destined to become a 
Socialistic classic. "A dumpy, com- 
fortable British paterfamilias" in a 
light flannel suit and a faded sun 
hat," Blatchford Bas described him- 
self. Add to that the inevitable pipe 
ever between his lips, and a pair of 
keen, searching eyes, and tne picture 
is complete. Lurid and hot from the 
pen of this man flowed a denuncia- 
tion of the waste and 
extravagance 


of the Warwick ball. It was a bit- 
ter, 
biting 
arraignment, 
and 
it 


brought tears of rage and resent- 
ment to the eyes of the Countess. She 
hurried off to London, and 
in 
the 


dingy office of 
The 
Clarion 
she 


bearded the "demagague" and "infi- 
del" in his den. For hours she listened 
to the shabby editor as he expounded 
his 
views. Indignation 
gradually 


gave way to interest, and that to 
sympathy. 


Going back to the castle on the 
train, the Countess eyed the laborers 
she saw with a new Insight. In tie 
light of her conversation

''notorious demagague" of The Clar- 
ion, her sewing guilds and

than futile- 


She neglected her guests to study So- 
cialism.
